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City School Board Looking 
At 50¢ Lunch Price Hike

Parents with children attending Elba 
City Schools may be forced to dole out 
$1.25 per day for lunches next year. The 
City Board of Education discussed the 
possibility of hiking lunch prices at their 
recent monthly meeting from the cur- 
rent 75 cents to $1.15 or even $1.25 per 
day next fall in order to cover the costs 
of preparing the meals. 

Superintendent Elmer Taylor told 
the school board members that the 
federal government currently reim- 
burses schools 40 cents per student for 
each one eating in the lunchroom. 
However, this is expected to be stopped 
as a result of President Ronald 
Reagan's economic cuts. Schools are 
also reimbursed 63 cents for students 
on reduced lunch plans and 83 cents for 
those eating free. 

In order to break even in the 
lunchroom, Taylor said prices must be 
raised or the school board must take a 
look at other alternatives such as 
centralizing a lunchroom. Last 
month, County Superintendent Johnny 
Vaughan told his board there is a 
possibility that the county schools may 
close all their lunchroom operations. 

Elba Middle School Principal 
Charles Pearce told the board that he 
has not been able to generate enough 
money through the lunchroom program 
this year to pay its operating expenses. 

“Since January, we are running at 
about a $3,000 deficit in the lunchroom. 
I would like to be able to feed for 75 
cents a day forever. But we're feeding 
for 7S cents and it is costing us a dollar 
to prepare,"’ said Pearce.

Marion Brunson, principal of the 
elementary school, said he has been 
able to avoid problems such as those 


plaguing Pearce because the majority of ° 


his students eat in the lunchroom, while 
many of the middle school! students 
prefer taking their own lunches. 

“And if we go up with these 
lunches, the principals might as well get 
ready to have an even larger number 
carrying lunches,"’ noted board mem- 
ber Paul King. 

Taylor said he is planning to study 
several alternatives lunchroom pro- 
grams at other schoois before recom- 
mending a hike in prices. 

The board also gave attorney Ken- 
neth Fuller the final go-ahead in filing a 
$150,000 lawsuit against Celotex Cor- 
poration of Atlanta for water damage at 
Elba Middle School as a result of a 
leaking roof. 

“It?s obvious that they can't fix the 
roof. They've said themselves for 
several years that they can't repair the 
roof,”’ said Fuller. He read a letter from 
one Celotex official which stated that 
they had tried to put a water-tight roof 
on the building, ‘but to no avail’’. 

Celotex constructed the roof at the 
school and according to several tea- 
chers, the roof has leaked since the first 
year the facility opened, nine years ago. 
The school board has been trying to 
negotiate with the company for the past 
several years to replace the roof, but no 
solution has been reached. 

“We're of the opinion that because 
of their negligent roof over the last 
several years that we can recover the 
damages for the interior,’’ noted Fuller. 

He said architects have estimated a 


new roof to cost approximately $75,000 
and the interior of the building has 
suffered approximately $75,000 
damage. 

The suit is being filed in federal 
court since Celotex is a foreign-owned 
corporation. The company’s officials 
will have 20 days to answer the board's 
suit. Fuller predicted that Celotex will 
go ahead and replace the roof instead of 
going to court. 

The board unanimously approved 
Donald Lawford as the new coordinator

D.A. Continues 
Probe Of Missing 
City Hall Funds 


District Attorney Joel Folmar said 
he and his staff are actively investi- 
gating the case of missing funds from 
the City of Elba. Folmar started the 
investigation on the request of Elba 
Mayor Bob English. 

According to a press release issued 
by English last week, the money 
includes funds collected by the utility 
department for the water and electric, 
and garbage and sewage bills. Sources 
indicate approximately $14,000 is 
involved. 

Folmar said Wednesday afternoon 
that his staff has already put many 
hours on the investigation in an effort to 
discover if any criminal act has been 
committed. He confirmed that several 
local utility users have been mailed 
letters requesting information about the 
paying of their utility bills during the 
past months. He explained that this was 
an audit-type request and that the 
people receiving the letters should not 
be concerned that they would again be 
billed for services they paid for when it 
was due, 

Folmar and members of his staff 
were in Elba Wednesday and spent 
several hours at City Hall. The district 
attorney began the visit by meeting with 
a number of city hall and utility board 
employees. The purpose of this meeting 
is not known nor was Folmar asked for 
any details of this or other parts of his 
investigation. 

The utility board is a separate 
corporation, formed to borrow money 


‘and maintain the city’s utility system. 


The rules of the bond agreement allows 
the city council to appoint the board 
members and for three elected officials 
to serve on the five-member board. All 
money is kept in separate bank ac- 
counts, Current members of the board 
serving with Chairman Charles Hayes 
are Oscar Vaughan Jr., Mayor English, 
and Councilmen Cleo Hawkins and 
Charlies Kennett. Their duties are to 


form policies for the department, ap- 
“prove purchases, set utility rates, hire - 


personnel, etc. 


One Injured Monday Night 
n Crash With Trailer Rig 


A  car-tractor-trailer collision 
Mé6nday evening about 7:30 resulted in 
serious injury to Kenneth Dale Maddox, 
age 16, of Elba. Maddox was driving a 
1970 Pontiac Lemans Sport south on 
Adkinson Street when it collided in the 
intersection with the tractor-trailer 
traveling east on Simmons Street. 
Driver of the truck was listed as Michael 
William Howell, age 25, of Rick Hill, 
Missouri. 

Howell told officers he had picked 
up a load of bolts in Mobile for delivery 
to Dothan. He said he slowed down 
again after having stopped at the 
previous light (Williams Texaco) but 
geared back up when the light changed. 


Commission’s Legal Fees Continue 
To Pile Up -- Approaching $20,000 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, May 11, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and paid 
a legal! bill to the law firm of Rowe, 
Rowe and Sawyer, in the amount of 
$12,535. All but $800 of the amount is 
for continuing services concerning the 
commission's apparently endless court 
battle with B.Z. Reynolds. 


The lawsuit, officially listed as B.Z. 
Reynolds, Et ALS vs. Coffee County 
Commission, was first taken to court 
several years ago in an effort to force 
the commission to build a jail in 
Enterprise. Judge Arthur Gamble 
ordered the jail to be built, but it is still 
only on the drawing board, and the 
commission is still dodging papers 
which have been filed to hold the 
commission in contempt of court for 
their failure to build a jail. It became 
quite evident at Monday’s meeting that 
the suit is costing the county more and 
more money every day. 

In a detailed expense voucher, the 
law firm reported it had worked 416 
hours on the case, and at $40 an hour, 
the total would be $16,640. A total of 
$59S in added expenses was listed, 
bringing the total for work on the case to 
$17,235. A payment of $5,500 was 
made on August 29, 1979, leaving the 
county with an outstanding bill for 
$11,735. 


The additional $800 in legal fees was 
for 20 hours work done on a suit by 
Dothan architect Joseph Donofro, who 
contends the commission has a binding 


contract with him to design a new jail to 
be built in Coffee County. This suit is 
also continuing, and the legal fees will 
undoubtedly continue to grow. 

Payment of the complete $12,535 
was made upon unanimous approval by 
the commission. 


Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
began at 10:00 a.m., with the first 
visitor being Mr. A.D. Ryals of the 
Alabama Highway Department. He 
reported a small project at Curtis to 
rework an intersection had been com- 
pleted, and land along the old roadway 
had been abandoned. The state had 
deeded the old right-of-way back to the 
county, and Ryals asked the commission 
to deed it back to the original land- 
owners. The commission voted to deed 
the land back to the landowners as 
requested. 


New Brockton Police Chief Gordon 
Lueck addressed the commission and 
asked for permission to repair the 
county’s ice machine at the Farm 
Center and to continue using it. The 
New Brockton A Club uses the machine 
for various events, and under a previous 
agreement has been responsible for its 
upkeep. The commission authorized 
Chief Lueck to have the machine 
repaired and also voted to let him move 
the machine to the town’s rescue squad 
building. The chief agreed to keep the 
machine | accessible to county 
employees. 

Buddy DeVaughan, a member of the 
Coffee County Program for Retarded 


Citizens, met with the commission and 
discussed the agency’s summer pro- 
gram, of which he is the director. 
DeVaughan explained the summer pro- 
gram (a 6-week class) is in jeopardy due 
to a lack of funds. He reported the 
program’s total expenses ran $5,600 
last year, but that several cuts in grants 
had been made. He also told the 
group the program was the only one ot 
its kind and that it provided recreational 
activities to 35 students from through- 
out the county. The commission voiced 
support for the program, but made no 
promise of funds. 


A resolution adopted by the Enter- 
prise City Council was passed out, 
which pledged support to help re- 
establish Bama Mills (an industry 
recently closed in Enterprise). The 
resolution asked the commission to give 
tax-exempt status to the industry for a 
period of up to S years. The request 
drew no reaction at first, but the 
commission later asked County 
Attorney Warren Rowe to check into the 
legality of the request. 


A letter from the Curtis Water and 
Fire Protection Authority seeking the 
reappointment of a board member drew 
a definite reaction from the commission. 
Commissioner Rex Boutwell stated he 
felt more individuals in the authorities 
should have a voice in electing board 
members, and asked his fellow com- 
missioners to add an amendment to the 
authorities’ by-laws stating elections 
would be held at an annual meeting. 


The commission then voted to notify 
each water authority in the county that 
it should hald an annual meeting to 
appoint directors, and that only users 
would be eligible to hold office. The 
commission asked each authority to 
adopt the policy as an amendment to 
their by-laws. 


Sheriff Brice Paul was back at 
Monday’s meeting and stated, ‘‘I’ve 
still got a problem at the jail. With four 
jailers we must use a deputy part-time 
(eight hours a week) at the jail. With 
vacation time coming up, we're going to 
he in trouble.”’ 


The sheriff reported he had $3,900 
left in his budget for jail repairs, and he 
could use all but $1000 to pay a 
part-time jailer to work eight hours a 
week and 40 hours week during a 
full-time worker's vacation. The com- 
mission approved the plan and stated 
only minimum wage would be paid. 


Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns told the commission that steps 
must be taken to physically combine the 
offices of tax assessor and tax collector. 
He reported some walls must be 
removed in Enterprise, while in Elba 
the current assessor's office must swap 
places with the commission office. 
Burns stated, *‘This must be done in 
order to have an efficient office.’’ 


Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
voiced his support of Burns’ request, 


Officers said he didn't really know what 
happened, but remembered seeing a 
car coming from his left and trying to 
stop. He said it was possible he hit the

The car and truck traveled 212 feet

Monday evening ye ole editor just happened to be among the 
first to arrive at the wreck scene on West Simmons Street 
where the tractor-trailer and car had collided, seriously 
injuring a teenage boy. We parked a block away and briskly 
walked up to see if there were any injuries. When we walked 
around the front of the truck we immediately saw there were 
injuries, and someone trying to administer first aid. We 
didn’t push to get a bird's eye view of the efforts, and didn’t 
even know until two hours later that it was Kenneth Howell 
who was administering life-saving first aid to the youth. 


Bystanders began to pile up in the area, ignoring traffic and 
leaking fuel and gasoline. Unfortunately they also ignored 
the needs of the youth in their eagerness to “‘see what was 
going on.’ While Howell struggled to keep the youth 
breathing, and others strained to open the jammed car door, 
there were others who appeared to be just nuts who wanted to 
get a view of the bloody scene inside the crushed car. 


We attempted to assist the police, who were by now on the 
scene, by directing some of the automobile traffic away from 
the scene. That itself was no easy chore. Time after time we 
encountered potential onlookers who wanted to drive right up 
to the scene in complete disregard to the danger or the need 
to keep the street open for emergency vehicles. It is ironic 
that firemen and rescue workers who came on their private 
vehicles to work the accident didn't need advice on where to 
park. . . .they automatically parked out of the way; but those 
with curiosity were a bil hard to slow down. 


There were a number of people at the scene Monday evening 
willing and eager to give assistance, and they are always 
appreciated, but a few inconsiderate people sure can fowl 
up things for the victims and the rescue efforts. 


Our concern for the potential problems that could befall 
innocent bystanders is so strong this week it is impossible to 
give proper credit to Ken Howell and those who assisted him 
in the first minutes following the accident. These folks 
literally saved the life of a young man who had already 
stopped breathing.

The very next day | went 
over to see Mrs. Rose. I was 
treated like a queen. What a 
relief to have somebody just 
take over and-help me out. I 
had all the facts but I didn’t 
know how to put them to- 
gether. A lawyer does. This 
cost me nothing. 

I would like to ask each 
and everyone of you out 
there who have money and 
can help this service to stay 
in Andalusia, to please do so, 
because you never know - the 
next time it could be one of 
you begging for help.

$10,000 DOG DIES 


A $10,000 claim was filed Wednes- 
day, May 13, against the City of Elba on 
behalf of the owner of a black and tan 
coon hound that died after being shot by 
the city’s dog control officer. The 
officer allegedly shot the animal with a 
tranquilizer dart after being called by 
local citizens because a strange dog was 
on their carport and refused to leave 
even when punched with a long pole or 


Stick. 


The claim, filed by attorney Tom 
Head, claims $10,000 for Mr. George 
Mackelhaney for the loss of his three- 
year-old dog, ‘‘King,’’ on May Ist of 
this year. Head was hesitant to discuss 
the matter but acknowledged he was 
filing the claim and produced a copy of 
the complaint from his files. 

Head said his client had been coon 
hunting the night before and when 


King 


didn’t return, he had spent 


many hours unsuccessfully searching 
for the prized animal. 

Elba has a dog control law, better 
known as the ‘‘leash law’’ that requires 
dog owners in the city and police 
jurisdiction to keep their dogs in a pen 
or on a leash at ail times. 

According to unconfirmed reports, 
the animal control officer was concerned 
because the dog was ‘‘foaming at the 
mouth.’ However, after the animal 
died, tests revealed the animal was not 


rabid. 


Dr. Phillip Hamm, who sent the 
head off to the state lab for testing said 
Wednesday he could add little to our 
information, Hamm said he only sent 
the head off, got the usual information 
needed for this and billed the City of 
Elba for the work just as he would any

raise a baby. So they have a 
child and discover that they 
aren't financially secure 
enough to have a child, but 
by then it's usually too late, 
and the marriage usually 
ends in a divorce, because of 
the physical and emotional 
strain of raising a child.

needed to raise a child? Am I 
willing to make sacrifices for 
my baby? These are just a 
few of the questions that a 
couple should ask them- 
selves before having a baby. 
If you can say ‘yes’ to these 
questions, then you will pro- 
bably be a responsible pa- 
rent. And that’s what the 
world needs--more respon- 
sible parenis.

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MELBA TILL ALLEN--- 
Maintains organized crime behind ‘set up’

For more than three 
years, the threat of an ex- 
tended prison sentence loom- 
ed over Melba Till Allen's 
head as she sat through 
trials, received her convic- 
tion, and exhaused legal 
appeals, Even though the 
sentence has been served, 
the former state treasurer 
still maintains that she was 
not guilty of Ethics Law 
violations and that she was 
“set up"’ by organized crime 
figures. 

“l really wanted a new 
trial so bad, because the 
transcripts proved I was in- 
nocent on both counts. I still 
maintain that! did not violate 
the Ethics Law,’’ stated Al- 
jen during an interview fol- 
lowing her speech to the 
American Legion in Elba last 
week. 

She and Phillip Hamm, 
retired president of George 
C. Wallace State Junior Col- 
lege in Dothan, were the 
guest speakers at last Thurs-

day night's American Legion 
meeting, which honored Cof- 
fee County's Boys and Girls 
State delegation. Both Allen 
and Hamm are active sup- 
porters of the program which 
is designed to introduce Ala- 
bama’s youth to the political 
process. 

Allen was found guiity of 
violating Alabama's Ethics 
Law by using her state office 
for personal gain. Ironically, 
Allen said she lobbied vigor- 
ously for the passage of that 
same Ethics Law during her 
tenure as state auditor and 
state treasurer in order to 
make public officials more 
accountable to their consti- 
tuients. 

The controversial ordeal 
of Alabama's first female 
office-holder to receive a jail 
sentence began in the spring 
of 1977 when a reporter for a 
small northwest Alabama 
newspaper began investiga- 
ting the possibility of arson 
at Stars Over Alabama. This 
was a proposed amusement 
park in Franklin County

which was in the initial phase 
of construction when a fire 
swept through the site. A list 
of stockholders revealed 
Melba Till Allen as being a 
primary investor in the 
multi-million dollar project. 
From that, other investiga- 
tions were launched into 
Allen’s financial dealings 
and she was eventually char- 
ged with using her power as 
state treasurer to influence 
bank officials throughout the 
state to grant her personal 
loans. 

According to Allen, the 
incident which eventually led 
to her spending a month ina 
jail facility began long before 
the fire at Stars Over Ala- 
bama. 

"As far back as the early 
‘0s, [| began receiving 
threats that “‘they’’ were 
going to destroy me in the 
press. I would not give over 
to them,’’ she said. Allen 
would not reveal who ‘*they”’ 
were, but noted thawshe will 
identify the persons behind 
the threats in a book she is

currently writing. 

However, the former tre- 
asurer referred to avery 
pow ortul and well-organized 
underworld crime syndicate 
which she said is nestled in 
Alabama. 

According to Allen, her 
refusal to succumb to de 
mands from these persons 
and play by their rules led to 
her ; litical downfall. 

“I think it's a littie harder 
to get women under control 
than men in politics. If you 
don't run around or if you're 
not an alcoholic. or have 
other such skeletons in your 
closet, then they have to set 
you up in the press,” she 
said. 

The woman's strong will 
und determination to play the 
game by her own rules have 
not been dampened by the 
long hours spent in the 
courtroom or even by her 
stay in jail. She said some 
people have described her as 
cocky, “‘but-I'm not cocky, 
I'm just confident."’ 

“You have not heard me 


apologize, nor will | apolo- 
ize. T have nothing to apolo- 
g@ize for.” 

Still wearing her hair in 
the same chignon-style that 
has become somewhat of a 
trademark for her, Allen 
does not show any outward 
Signs of physical or mental 
anguish from the incident. 

She attributes that to an 
inner-peace and her strong 
religious convictions. “‘All 
my life I've been able to roll 
with the punches. If you are 
at peace with yourself you 
can live with yourself. I have 
not lost any of my 
self-respect," 

Throughout the trial, Al- 
len continued to publicly 
State that her fate was in the 
Lord’s hands. Even though 
she ended up in jail, Allen 
said she believes God had a 
purpose for her spending 
time incarcerated for a white 
collar crime. 

“I tried to consider it an 
opportunity to study my cir- 
Stances as well as those of 
others. I tried to analyze

other prisoners and formu- 
late plans for prison reform. I 
and my family have always 
been concerned with penal 
problems.” 

Even though her own 
political career faltered, Al- 
len urged the youths in the 
audience not to let her ordeal 
discourage them from ven- 
turing into politics, 

“Ata time when people 
think more of garbage collec- 
tors than public officials, it is 
sO important to teach these 
young people about the poli- 
tical process. I want to see 
youths rising to the top of 
politics who have courage. 

“But you've got to have 
courage.’" she continued. 
"Because | had rather go to 
jail defending the right than 
bowing to pressures."

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Four Soldiers Killed In Copter Crash 


The crash of a single Army heli- 
copter Monday morning shortly after 8 
a.m. claimed the lives of all four 
occupants. The UH-1 Huey was on a 
routine training mission about seven 
miles south of Brantley when the crash 
and explosion occurred. 


Witnesses who were driving on the 
highway less than 100 yards from the 
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SMOLDERING pieces are all that remain of an U.S. Army Huey h 
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crash site rushed into the pine thicket to 
assist any possible survivors, but the 
flames and imminent explosion backed 
them away. Bill McClain, of Evergreen, 
was driving by with his wife and two 
children, and was followed closely by a 
work truck and three loggers working 
with him nearby. He reported seeing 
one flyer attempting to get out but the 
explosion ignited the entire plane in 
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seconds and killed any possible 
survivors, 


McClain said the copter appeared to 
be unusually low and circling back 
toward a peanut field across the road 
but didn't make it. While he and his 
three employees attempted to get near 
the crash and make rescue attempts, his 
wife drove to the nearest telephone to 
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elicopter, Monday morning 
as aviation investigators begin sifting through the wreckage for evidence of what caused the 
crash.

The explosion and fire were so 
intense that military crash investigation 
teams recovered only three charred 
bodies. The fourth was not fully 
recoverable, according to military 
officials. 


Strickland said, ‘It is a messy one 
with bits of wreckage scattered some 
distance from the main impact area.” 
He said it might take a long time to 
determine the cause of the crash, “if 
ever,”’

Elba City Council Plans 
$40,000 Street Project 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening and heard reports from the 
police department on court cases; city 
engineer in proposed road resurfacing; 
the mayor on the city’s financial status; 
and a list of complaints from Mrs. 
Marilyn Mills. 

Other business included a report 
that the case of an inoperable street 
sweeper can possibly be settled by 
taking bids on a new machine and 
requiring the old machine to be taken on 
a trade-in basis. Otherwise, Mayor Bob 
English told the councilmen, the case 
could stay in court for several years. 
English also appointed council mem- 
bers to make recommendations for 
persons to fill expired board positions. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins and John 
Sharpless will recommend a_ school 
board appointment for the seat now 
held by Fred Clark; Sonny Inman will 
make a recommendation for a planning 
and zoning board seat held by Lt. 
Wade; Charles Kennett ‘and David 
Stokes will recommend two persons to 
the mental health board for Jake 
Bonneau’s and Dr. John Kimmey’s 
positions. 

City Engineer Jim Williams pre- 
sented the council with a list of city 
streets which need resurfacing. State 
funds earmarked by law for resurfacing 
and repairs now total approximately 
$40,000 for the city. Williams recom- 
mended Buford, Oak, and Ash Streets, 
Ash, Brookdale, and Pine Circles, and 
Forrest, for an estimated $29,623. He 
added Seminole and Cherokee Streets 
to the list at approximately $8,000 each 
and noted that Flourney Drive needs 
work badly, but the mayor did not 


Pritchett Gets 


$25,000 From 
County 


The Coffee County Commission has 
been ordered to pay $25,000 to a local 
teenager in connection with a 1979 
accident 

Mike Pritchett was avarded the sum 
for damages which resulted from an 
accident he was involved in with a piece 
of county equipment. After one hour's 
deliberation, a circuit court jury in Elba 
ruled in the boy's favor last week. 

The accident occurred when a 
county front-end loader was backing 
across the highway and collided with an 
automobile driven by Pritchett, then 16 
years old. The original lawsuit sought 
$200,000.

agree. Williams said English disagreed 
because of possible criticism that he 
lives on that street. 

Williams said if the council could 
add a few thousand dollars to the 
proposed $40,000, he could get a lot of 
extra street work finished. Several 
councilmen stated that Flournoy Drive 
should not be left off the list simply 
because the mayor lives there, if the 
street needs repairs. ; 

English reported the March sales 
tax had increased over previous months 
to $32,000. He also noted that present 
trends indicated the city will end the 
year with a $35,000 surplus despite the 
drastic cut in federal funds. 

Mrs. Mills complained about the 
dog catcher not enforcing the leash law, 
the city not paving the section of Plant 
Avenue she lives on, speed limits on 
Guyton, weed killer on the levee, and 
asked for a $534 reimbursement from 
the city for materials used to build a 
fence for her dog. 

English told her the law limited use 
of the available money for repair work; 
the dog law is being enforced; refused 
to consider paying for her fence; cited 
limited funds for not killing the weeds 
on the levee; and asked Police Chief Ray 
Norris to give her an update on speed 
limit signs on Guyton Street. 

Norris said new signs haye been 
ordered and the law will be strictly 
enforced n the 25-mile-an-hour zone. 

On at least two occasions when Mrs. 
Mills disagreed with answers given by 
city officials, English stated that he 
wasn't going to argue the matter with 
her. He offered to discuss a matter with 
her in his office later. She promised to 
return to the next meeting, but ex- 
pressed doubts it would do any good.
